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DETAILED ACTION 



RESTRICTION 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 



Group I, claims 1-19, drawn to a swaging head having two or more swaging 
formations. 

Group II, claims 20-29, drawn to a stop plate movable coupled to a swaging head. 

Group III, claims 30-40, drawn to a clamping device split into at least three part- 
circular clamping segments. 

Group IV, claims 41-44, drawn to a clamping device having a plurality of teeth. 



Evidence of lack of unity exists because there is no common technical feature between 
the four groups. The special technical feature of Group I is a swaging head with at least two 
formations therein. The special technical feature of Group II is a swaging head for swaging an 
end of a tubular member with a stop at the other end of the tubular member. The special 
technical feature of Group III is a swaging apparatus having a clamping device for clamping a 
tubular member where the clamping member is at least three part circular clamping elements. 
The special technical feature of Group IV is a swaging apparatus having a clamping device 
composed of a plurality of teeth and grooves for clamping the tubular member.
